Instances Numerous, Lodge Says. 

Sir Oliver attached particular im- 
portance to the incident of the coin, 
because, he said, no living person 
knew of it; the dead son - was the 
only one who knew of its existence, 


he sagd, hence the phenomenon 
could not be explained away on the 
theory of telepathy or thought 
transference. ' 


“Other such cases are numerous,” 
he said. “I could not repeat them 
in a night. On the day the J.usi- 
tania was sunk, Sir Hugh Lane ap- 
peared in dripping clothes to a me- 
dium in Edinburgh. and said he had 
been drowned. The medium had 
never heard of Sir Hugh Lane. 
However, wt.en the word was later 
flashed in that the Lusitania had 
been sunk, it was found that Sir 
Hugh Lane was one of the victims.” 

Sir Oliver referred to the oft-made 
criticism that most of the contents 
of the alleged messages are so trivia! 
as to border on frivolity. It has been 
argued by skeptics that if the dead 
are in a higher state, and are able 
to communicate with those whom 
they love, they would tell them some- 
thing of genuine value, instead of 
talking about coins, lost letters and 
photographs, passages in forgotten 
books, and the like. Critics have 
urged that they would at least give 
warning against impending danger. 

Answers to Criticisms. 

The value of such communications, 
Sir Oliver said, lies in their effect in 
establishing the identity of the send- 
er. For such a purpose, he said 
trivial things are of more weigh‘ 
than matters . of importance, ix - 


‘cause they are things which only the 


sender could know. He did not ex- 
plain, however, why. after identity 
has been proven to the entire satis- 
faction of those receiving the mes- 
sages, as, for instances, himself, the 
sender does not then discontinue 
petty or frivolous messages, and be- 
gin to communicate something of 
tangible value. 

It has also been pointed out by 
Sir Oliver’s critics that if the dead 
wished to convince the living of their 
existence, they would communicats 
with skeptics instead of with be- 
lievers. Prof. Meyers, for instance, 
had many friends of high scientific 
standing. who did not believe his 
theory. It has been pointed out that 
one of them 
that he had received a message from 
Prof. Meyers woulfl be much more 
convincing that one from Sir Oliver, 
who already was a confirmed be- 


ject of thought transference. He did

He put detectives | turped the 


UIT DISMISSED 


Brewers, Seeking to Stop 


The injunction suit brought 
Saturday by five St. Louis breweries 
to restrain local 
cials from enforcing national prohi- 
bition as to the sale and 
ture of 2.75 per cent beer, was dis- 
missed by Judge Faris in the United 
States District Court today. 


The court sustained a dismissal 
motion filed by District Attorney 
Hensley, which alleged that the 


brewers had no cause of action and 
that there would be other relief for 


them besides injunction proceed- 
ings. 
The dismissal motion denied the 


contention of the-.brewers that the 
national prohibition amendment was 
unconstitutional and that Congress 


and the State Legislature went be- 
vond their powers when they at- 
thorized and ratified it. 


The specific dismissal was ordered 
in the case brought by the St. Louis 
Brewing Association, but it applies 
in its effect also to the suits of the 


Indeperdent Breweries Co., the 
Griesedieck Bros. Brewing Co., the 
Louis Obert Brewing Co. and the 


Schorr-Kolkschneider Brewing Co. 

Charles A, Houts, attorney for the 
breweries, announced after the dis- 
missal that he would depart tonight 
for Washington to file a direct ap- 
peal with the Unipged States Supreme 
Court. 

Judge Faris. in his decision, said 
that as a similar suit is pending in 
the United States Supreme Court the 
matter could not be expedited nor 
any purpose served bY a hearing on 


the merits of the case in the Fed- 
eral Court here.

should one act upon advice or guid- 
ance given through such instruments. 

Discourages Grieving for Dead. 

“Such experiments should be con- 
ducted through mediums of estab- 
lished ability and unquestionable 
character, and in the presence of 
trained investigators. Otherwise 


‘more harm than good will be done. 


“I say to you who have been be- 
reaved, that your loved ones are 
well, and they say you should not 
grieve. They are in a better place.

His death was in November, 1917, at 
the age of 83. The estimated value 
of his estate is $250,000. 

In Spendthrift Trust. 

The plaintiff's share was left in 
what is known asa “spendthrift 
trust,’ he to receive only the incoine, 
amounting to approximately $5000 a 
year, While the other members of the 
family got their shores without re- 
striction. 

The other heirs are Chambers’ 
widow, May, and her three children 
-—~-Arthur D. and Leslie T. Chambers, 
and Mrs. Ethel S. Ingets. John R. 
was the testator’s only child by his 
first marriage. 

The defense conceded that at 
time of the elder Chambers’ death he 
was mentally unbalanced, but main- 
tained that when he executed the 
will he was perfectly normal. His 
object in tying up the plaintiff's 
share was because the son had been 
a source of worry to the father and 
had served a prison term at San 
Quentin, Cal., the defense alleged. 

Plaintiff asserted that his father 
was influenced against him and was 
not right mentally for a time pre-’' 
vious to the making of the will. 

Religious Views Argued. 

Among other things evidence 
showing the parent's alleged change- 
able notions about church denom- 
inations and his belief in faith heal- 
ing was introduced as proof that he 
was alt least erratic In this con- 
nection William R. Gentry, attorney 
for the defense, argued to the jury 
that the fact that a person at vari- 
ous times professed different bellefs 
about such matters was no Iindica- 
tion of insanity. 

The fact that he had taken up 
faith healing was not any sign of 
impaired mentality, either, the attor- 
nev said.

FIRE CAUSES $30,000 DAMAGE 
AT BELLEVILLE COAL MINE 


Flames Destroy Three Buldings as 
Firemen Look 
On, 

Fire of undetermined origin 
caused approximately $30,000 dam- 
age at the Senior coal mine on the 
Centerville road, just outside. of 
Belleville, at 2 a. m. today, and 
threw 150 miners out of work. Lack 
of water prevented the Belleville fire 
department from saving any part of 
the surface structure of the mine. 

The fire was discovered in the en- 
gine room, a frame structure near 
the mine shaft, by George Spitznass, 
a night watchman. He telephoned 
the Belleville fire department, but 
when the apparatus arrived the 
flames had extended to the boiler 
room and the tipple over the mine 
shaft. The three structures were 


completely destroyed. The shaft, 
however, escaped injury. 
L. Senior of Belleville, owner of 


the mine, said that it had a daily ca- 
pacity of 700 tons. He said efforts 
would be made to rebuild the de- 
stroyed buildings at once. 


PLUMBERS’ LABORERS 10 GET 
1232 CENTS AN HOUR INCREASE 


An agreement has been reached 
between officials of the Plumbers 
Laborers’ Union and representatives 
of the Master Plumbers’ Association 
whereby 150 plumbers’ laborers will 
receive an increase of 12% cents an 
hour under a year’s contract which 
becomes effective April 12.

We advise the Democratic leaders to quit worrring 
about the President and try to find a first-class, un- 
handicapped candidate, who will have the confidence 
of the tndependent voters, whose vote will be decisive 
in the election.

THE BAER’L IN PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGNS. 

Senator Borah has prepared a bill extending the re- 
strictions of the Federal corrupt practices act to 
presidential elections. | 

At present that act relates only to the election of 
Senators and Congressmen. Why presidential aspi- 
rants were omitted from its scope is one of the “mys- 
teries of law making. Some of the most scandalous 
imstamces of extravagant and improper expenditure 
have attended the nomination and election of Presi- 
dents. The case of these candidates is covered br the 
nactment of neither the states mor the gemeral Gov- 
ernment penalizing corrupt practices. 

The greatest office of all under the American srs 
tem, the ome whose power might furnish the most 
potent temptation for the employment of moner in 
huge sums, rests in a twilight zone of tmmunity of- 
fering not merely a suggestion Dut arn invitation to 
the generous millionaire friends of ambitious public 
men. 

Some of the laws that already applr to other of- 


fices may be suspected of placing the maximum of 
authorized expenditure at too low a figure. Under 


the Michigan statute Mr. Newberry was technically 
limited to aside from Certain permitted ftems 
of personal expenditure. The difficulty of keeping 
within that sum did not fgstify him in expending 1% 
times that much moner—more than 54 times as much 
Was acmitted tn the sworn report—bat it can be easily 
seen that in covering the territory of an entire state 
the cost of invoking even a modest degree of pub- 
licity might absorb the entire amount. ° 

But if the offices already under existing enactments 
may seem to be rather narrowly restricted. the Borah 
bill permits a greater latitude for presidential can- 
didates. Ther are authorized to spend $19,000 for 
each state in legitimate objects of campaign effort, 
which. taking the smal! states with the large. ought 
to be ample. An expenditure of $480.900 In behalf of 
a single candidate is enough in a rear when, as fn 
this. a field of eight or 19 possibilities are engaged tn 
a struggie. It sanctions so great a total in expendi- 
ture through political channels as to emphasize the 
financial factor in campaigns. 

Publicity for presidential campaign funds ts ral- 
vabdie, but does not go far enough. If the new meas- 
ure passes. we may be sure that ft will not be a dead 
letter. Existing legislation of the sort seemed to be 
a dead letter, and then Mr. Newberrr was held up 
before the nation, tagged for the penitentiary. Mis- 
souri’s act has had no verr scrupulous observance. 
especially in one recent campaign. But ft will be rio- 
lated with trembling in this rear’s campaign.
